Murchison told the committee his 


industry had "opposed with every 
power at its command the down- 
ward trend of business and resorted 
to production curtailment only with 
the utmost reluctance." 


Murchison added it could not be 


charged that the industry "has en- 
Raged in any thought, or 
action, 


which might be interpreted as in- 
difference to its social and econom- 
ic responsibility, or hostility to the 
general national interest, or what 
has been referred to as a 
strike 


against the administration.'1 


Earlier, Du Pont had denied a la- 


bor contention that his plan for in- 
dustry to spend millions if govern- 
ment would cooperate with industry 
•was a threat against administration 
policies. 


"Playing Ball" 


Citing his testimony that the com- 


pany planned to spend 535,000,000 in 
expansion during the coming* year, 
Du Pont said "I think we are play- 
ing ball." 


Du Pont told the committee, how- 


ever, that E. I. Du Pont de Nemours 
and Company was forecasting a 23 
per ccnut drop in sales during the 
next six months as compared with 
the first half of 1937. 


"I hope that this forecast proves 


erroneous," the president of 
the 


chemical manufacturing company 
told the senate committee, "but on 
the basis of careful estimates I can- 
not be too hopeful of'-increased em- 
ployment in our company during 


* the first half of this year, for it is 


evident that we are in a pronounced 
recession." 


Du Pont said he had no "panace-

Individual Does Work

be done, it can best be done Dy a 
body of men rather than bv an in- 
dividual. But actually it is the in- 
dividual who does the thing, not the 
board or commission." They are al- 
ways dominated by one man, who 
takes the initiative, while the oth- 
ers are little more than on-lookers, 
sometimes advisors, it is held. 


The third alternative is a recent 


development, eliminating the weak- 
nesses of both of the others, com- 
bining their strength. This alterna- 
tive is represented in the most im-

The boards choose the administra- 


tive officer, whose salary is in the 
neighborhood of $7.000 a 
year. 


Members receive a per diem of §20, 
which does not exceed in the ag- 
gregate 51.000 a year. Members are 
appointed by the governor on the 
basis of "recognized interest 
and 


knowledge of the problems. They 
have overlapping terms of six years. 


This idea has made a beginning in 


the capitol in the board of control. 


which will be succeeded by two new 
units, the board of corrections, and 
the board of mental hygiene, the 
department of agriculture and mar- 
kets, which will shortly be super- 
seded by a new board of agriculture 
and the brand new department of 
commerce. 


The advantages of this new sys- 


tem, as outlined by its originators 
and advocates: 


1. It enables critical and construc- 


tive appraisal of results, 
difficult 


under the single-headed or com- 
mission form of departmentaliza- 
tion. 


2. It removes the deadening iner- 


tia which frequently characterized 
the 
multi-member 
commissions 


where responsibility and 
credit 


were divided. 


3. The board form enables 
the 


state services to have the benefit 
of advice of experts in all fields, 
who as citizens will give their ser- 
vices as members of the boards, al- 
though they could not be obtained 
as full-time employes. Bringing'the 
public into government is^valuable. 
for the man "who wears'the shoe 
knows that it pinches and where it 
pinches". Thus is enlisted the inter- 
est of all classes of society, and this 
is focused the light of'public opin- 
ion in governmental activities. 


4. Bringing the citizen into gov- 


ernment will lessen the tendencies 
toward bureaucracy, and red-tape, 
frequently charged against it now. 


5. Placing authority and respon- 


sibility in the hands of 
qualified 


persons with security of tenure will 
build a sense of professional respon- 
sibility and pride which will, pro- 
mote the civil service, and the dem- 
ocratic ideal. 


Whether the program which has 


thus been begun will be expanded 
in the legislature next year is not 
yet known. If the beginning is at all 
successful, however, it can safely be 
predicted. In the meantime the gov- 
ernor and his aides will busy them- 
selves in the reshuffling of the my- 
riad activities into their 
prope

Second Class Mail Boon to 
Post Office Department,

Washington—President Roosevelt 


has invited discussion of the affairs 
of the post office department, with 
particular reference to the subsidies 
it is supposed to be paying. 


For years, it has been the habit 


of many persons to criticize 
the 


post office department as an un- 
businesslike institution, with "defi- 
cits" instead of surpluses, and it re- 
mained for Postmaster General Jim 
Farley 
to -meet 
this 
situation 


squarely fay pointing out that, if 
his department were permitted to 
charge for the postal matter it is 
carrying free for government offi- 
cials and if it did not have to pay 
out money for "national defense" 
through the subsidies to ocean and 
air mail, the final accounting would 
show a surplus instead of a deficit 


Anybody who examines fairly 


the detailed figures, as shown in 
the annual report, will come to the 
conclusion that, if proper account- 
ing principles were used and not 
those prescribed by congress. Mr. 
Farley is right. Likewise it will be 
discovered that, strictly speaking, 
the 
newspapers 
and 
magazines 


which are carried under second 
class postage rates actually show a 
profit to the post office and not a 
loss. 


The true test of what is a proper 


charge against a particular division 
of a business is held by many ex- 
perts to be only those actual ex- 
penses which can be eliminated if 
the division or operation in ques- 
tion is abolished. Applying this to 
the 
post 
office 
department, 
it 


means that, if all the second class 
postage matter were suddenly sub- 
stracted from the mails, not a single 
economy could be effected in the 
salaries of postmasters, postal car- 
riers, rents of post office buildings 
or any of the other expenses, every 
dollar of which would have to be 
spent just the same so as to carry 
first class letters to every nook and 
corner of the country. 


Transportation Cost 


The only item that could be sav- 


ed by eliminating second class mat- 
ter would be the direct cost of car- 
rying newspapers and magazines 
on railroad trains, and it so hap- 
pens that this is a small part of the 
total expense and is more than off- 
set by the $24.000.000 of revenues 
taken in from all second class mail. 


Almost all the larger newspapers 


of the United States have their own 
systems of carrier distribution and 
depend on the mails only inciden- 
tally, so that anything done to the 
present second class system would 
probably 
hurt the 
small county 


newspapers, which have always had 
a,hard time making ends meet as 
against their big city competitors. 
If the administration is really as 
concerned as it claims lately to be 
with the plight of the small busi- 
ness man. it would hardly seem 
consistent to intimate that publica- 
tions in the rural districts should 
be penalized. 


Nor should it be forgotten that 


second class mail privileges are en- 
joyed by a vast number of pub- 
lications, labor, religious, scientific

ties of the world, we must not fai 
to be strong. The president, wh 
has an instinctive sense of th 
realities in foreign affairs, will hav 
no difficulty in persuading the peo 
pie that to increase the strength 
of the American navy is to take th 
one most effective 
means towan 


preserving the peace. 
Navy Should be Made 
Continually Stronger 


If we ask ourselves how strong a 


navy- <ve should have, the genera 
answer, it seems to me, is tha 
while the world is in disorder th' 
navy should be made continuallj 
stronger. We can no longer b 
bound by the ratios of the defunc 
treaties, but should on the contrarj 
plan to increase steadily our pre 
pondcrance. Our best line is to hav< 
limited diplomatic aims backed b; 
an ever-growing naval power. 


By doing this we shall help to re- 


verse the tragic and disastrous er 
ror of the democratic nations dur- 
ing the post-war period, the error 
of collective security accompaniec 
by the gradual dissolution of their 
military power. By this error the 
democratic nations have incurred 
the contempt of the military states 
and have brought derision upon al' 
their ideals of peace. 


We have, I think, learned our les- 


son and, having looked into the 
abyss during the Panay affair, we 
now know that the only feasible 
rule is, as Theodore Roosevelt used 
to say, to speak softly and carry "a 
big stick. 
Peaceable Nations 
Mast Acquire Power 


It is necessary for the peaceable 


nations to acquire a very great pre 
ponderance of military power. For 
the aggressive states, 
being 
far 


more ready to take the risks of 
war, 
will continue to think that 


our pacificism is weakness unless 
it is plain beyond all argument 
that in fact we are not weak. In 
all frankness we need a great Navy 
in order that we may have great 
prestige. Only by enhancing our 
prestige can we hope without too 
great risk of war to insure a de- 
cent respect for our interests and 
for 
those 
elementary principles 


which are vital to the continuation 
of our kind of civilization. 


More 
specifically, 
we need to 


build a Navy which promises, with- 
out 
substantial 
assistance 
from 


Britain and France, to give us un- 
questioned 
predominance on all 


the main highways of the Pacific. 
We must proceed on the assump- 
tion that the British and the French 
fleets must remain concentrated in 
the North Sea and in the Mediter- 
ranean, and we must be strong 
enough alone to uphold our mini- 
mum policy not only in the Ameri- 
can hemisphere but in the mari- 
time approaches to the Orient, By 
pursuing this course, we shall not 
only exercise restraint upon Japa- 
nese imperialism but we shall in- 
directly assist Britain and France 
in their task of restraining German 
and Italian imperialism. 


We can make no more telling 


contribution to the peace o£ the 
world than to adopt deliberately— 
without threat or bluster but also 
without concealing or minimizing 
our purposes—an impressive pro- 
gram of naval expansion. It should 
be a program which in fact im- 
presses not only the military au- 
thorities in all foreign capitals but 


situation is suit- 


able to it. In one way, or another, 
the government is going to have to 
spend money to counteract the de- 
pression and this money is, what- 
ever the budget estimates may say, 
going to be borrowed money. Why 
should we not, then, make a virtue 
out of our necessity, plan deliber- 
ately for the expenditure of a bil- 
lion or more on armaments, and fi- 
nance the expenditure by offering 
to the people a defense loan to fi- 
nance it? Instead of borrowing a 
billion dollars from the banks to 
meet a general deficit, let us bor- 
row a billion dollars in the open 
market and from the banks, the 
loan to be ear-marked and adver- 
tised for an increase of national ar- 
maments. 


The announcement of an impres- 


sive program followed by the suc- 
cessful flotation 
of such a loan 


would at this juncture of affairs 
have a tranquilizing effect upon the 
whole world.

The book is written 
by 
Ferdinand 


Lundberg and contains 500 pages devoted 
to America's "golden dynasties and their 
treasures," the names on the diamond- 
studded roster, the politics of the periods 
during which the fortunes were assem- 
bled, the intrigue and scandal and bitter 
quarrels between different members of 
the dynasty, their effect upon thc attempt 
to control journalism in America and 
their relations with the New Deal. 


It is a book of which it may be justly 


said that had it been half as long it would 
have been worth twice as much. When 
it deals with evidence in courts and be- 
fore commissions, inventories in probate, 
income and inheritance tax records, and 
the like it is on firm ground. But when 
it departs to quoting backstairs gossip 
and tavern smut lo substantiate some of 
its points the driving force of its argu- 
ment is greatly weakened. 


On its cover it declares that "the sen- 


sational material in this volume is backed 
by facts, figures, names and dates." But 
when it attempts to prove that Mr. Har- 
ding was not a statesman by an array of 
scandal caviar beginning with Alice Roo- 
sevelt's statement, "Harding is not an able 
man, he's just a slob,'' we are constrained 
to ask what it means when it asserts its 
s 
statements are backed by facts?

A real fact is a mighty stubborn tiling, 


a sort of immovable boulder. But a fact 
is not given birth and its authenticity es- 
tablished because someone with an impor- 
tant name has blurted tobasco words after 
the fifth or sixth cocktail. 


The author in the respect mentioned 


attempts by numerous citations of author- 
ity a respectability that is absent in most 
purely muck-raking books. But thc fact 
can never be stronger than the authority. 
Perhaps security is felt in thc mere exis- 
tence of the citation. But by that plan 
anyone could prove anything he wanted 
had he merely subscribed for the old 
Saturday Blade, a Chicago newspaper of 
scandal with barber shop correspondents 
in every town, whose news efforts con- 
sisted in telling just with whose wife each 
gay local Romeo had been flitting around. 


Thus does Mr. Lundberg make history. 


Examples are easy to quote. He thus says 
that in 1918 "Thompson gave $300,000 to 
Hays for the express purpose of buying 
control of congress in which thc Repub- 
licans that were in gained a majority."'

economists and scientists are to be ex- 
plained the author cites Lindeman, who 
might have been a pole climber for the 
telephone company, to the sweet propo- 
sition that the production of so many tech- 
nically educated persons "increases the 
profits of the owning classes. 


Dealing with great fortunes like Mr. 


Mellon's that were given outright to the 
people the author still sees in these great 
contributions nothing but selfish purposes. 
He says that since the donor almost in- 
variably names the trustee to handle the 
funds the purpose is to play with power 
instead of with wealth. Someone might 
suggest to Mr. Lundberg that a donor for 
any purpose is naturally very much in- 
terested in the success of his plan and that 
since he can seldom give a great amount 
in money because few estates are carried 
largely in money he must give great en- 
terprises, and that entails the necessity of 
obtaining that rare article among mankind 
known as sound judgment in order that 
the dividends may flow steadily toward 
the educational, charitable or other des- 
ignated purpose. 


An author has a choice between be- 


coming an advocate of some plan or the- 
ory or an investigator who is bent upon 
developing facts accurately for an in- 
terested world.

They 
often had only one room, and sel- 
dom had more than two. The walls 
were made of hard-packed earth or 
of mud bricks. The roof was thatch- 
ed with palm-leaves. The floor was 
the ground. 


In these small houses, 


there was little furniture. 


with a hole in the roof above it for 
smoke to go out. 


Fire was made by striking flint 


against metal so that sparks might 
set fire to dry grass or bits of reed. 
Because it was a task to start a fire 
the blaze was kept going day after 
day. Even when it was allowed to 
die down, there were usually em- 
bers which were alive under the 
ashes and could be fanned into a 
flame. One day of each year, the 
fire was put out. This was on the 
holiday set aside in honor of the 
dead. To start the fire again, peo- 
ple went to the nearest temple and 
obtained a light from the 
"sacred 
fire." 


The homes of the middle class 


were larger, and often 
contained 


three or four rooms, besides a kind 
of cellar. The cellar was used for 
storing food and wine, and some- 
times contained stables for cattle. 
Slaves might be placed down there 
with the cattle. The floor above this 
cellar or pen was likely to be built 
from the trunks of palm trees, split 
lengthwise and laid side by side.

within six inches of the cup. Excep 
for this modification, the rule re 
mains unchanged, permitling In 
lifting of the ball for a putt onl> 
when it lies within six inches o 
the one that is "away" from lh< 
hole. 


The reaction of prominent golf

means unanimous. They had differ 
cd widely when the U. S. G. A. con 
ducted its survey on what should 
be done about the matter. The gen 
eral idea, however, seemed to b 
that it would help the match-plaj 
golfer without eliminating a time 
honored hazard.

Kaukauna—In 1915 the fire de- 


partment of Kaukauna was put upon 
a professional basis, with provision 
made for a chief, two teamsters, and 
12 firemen, all of whom were to be 
appointed by the board of fire and 
police commissioners. The chief was 
to appoint from among the firemen 
an assistant chief and one foreman 
for the hose wagon, and one fore- 
man for the hook and ladder truck. ^

The salaries of the members of the ! ^"c'-^V^y^j fo- The 


fire department were fixed at $100 — - ' • ' • - 
per year, payable in quarterly in- 
stallments. Firemen failing to attend 
a fire were to be fined $5. and in 
case of a false alarm members fail- 
ing to report were fined $1. All fines 
paid by firemen were to go into the 
firemen's pension fund. 


The duty of each fireman was to 


assemble at the engine house every 
txvo weeks at 7:30 for the purpose of 
general practice work, during the 
months of May. June. July and Au- 
gust. Attendances at these practices 
was to be checked, and a fine of 50 
cents paid for failure to attend. The 
fire and police commission was to 
ho\d an open meeting once a year to 
discuss matters that may be brought 
before them pertaining to fire pro- 
tection. 


At the end of each quarter the 


chief was required to furnish the 
city clerk with a record of the fires 
attended by each member, and he 
was to deduct any fines from the
